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SENSATIONAL BREAK 
IN COTTON MARKET 


First Important Halt in the Bull 
Movement. 





Daniel Sully Said to Have Bought 50,000 
Bales—Theodore H. Price Bearish 
at the Close—Tremendous Vol 
ume of Transactions. 


A break of thirty points amid scenes of 
intense excitement was the feature of the 
cotton market yesterday, which noted the 
first important decline in the price of cot- 
ton since the beginning of the bull move- 
ment early last December. “It 
first successful inning that the bears who 
have been fighting the advance have had, 
and they took the fullest advantage of the 
situation as it presented itself and ham- 
mered. prices without mercy until at the 
close of the market all the active optipne 
had been depressed to prices which they 
had not known for over a week. 

As the big gong sounded the warning at 
3 o'clock that the closing hour had come, 
some of the prominent bears on the floor 
of the Exchange danced and shouted with 
glee and hugged each other in their delight 
over the first good check which they had 
been able to administer to the bulls. 

The latter, while for the ‘time - being 
demoralized, were by no means disheart- 
ened. Daniel Sully, their leader, who had 
been on the floor all day, marshaling their 
forces, seemed not at all disturbed over 
the sharp declines in those options of 
which he had bought thousands of bales 
at much higher. prices. With apparent 
losses of thousands of dollars being marked 
up against him, with each declining quo- 
tation, he stood perfectly calm and self- 
possessed on the very outside of the ex- 
cited ring of brokers, with his thumbs 
stuck in his suspenders, his hat tilted back, 
and a big. cigar in one corner of his mouth. 
Up in the gallery he was being pointed out 
by those who knew him to a crowd of ‘won- 
dering visitors, yet, apparently, he was 
the most composed man in the pit. 

The market, which had been nervous and 
uneasy for some days, very much as if it 
feared an approaching storm, opened 
slightly lower than it had closed on Tues- 
Gay, and under pressure of selling orders 
from Liverpool and New Orleans began to 
slump off a little, when Mr. Sully and his 
allied clique of bulls jumped into the arena 
and, with tremendous energy, carried prices 
up to a point well above the opening. They 
did not, however, succeed in maintaining 
them at this level. The bears, taking ad- 
vantage of a temporary lull, returned ‘to 
the attack, and, aided by selling from 
abroad, knocked the price down again. A 
few moments later the impetus had ¢arried 
the quotations considerably below the open- 
ing. But they did not stay there. Back and

At this time the excitemént was so 
inter.ce that varying quotations were being 
mace at various portions of the -pit, the 
brukers virtually tumbling over each other 
in ther efforts to dispose of their orders. 
The confusion was so great that when it 
came to making up the official closing 
quotations it took some time to determine 


at what actual prices the last sales had 
vErm mace. 

The total of the day’s transactions 
amounted to over 800,000 bales. Of this 
amount it is admitted by Mr. Sully’s brok- 
ers that he took 50,000 bales. hen hé 
stopped and would take no more.

THE BURDICK 


Buffalo Police Claim Possession of Evi- 
dence That Will Result-in Arrest 
of Influential Woman. 


‘BUFFALO, March 4.—The District At- 
torney and his staff together with the po- 
lice detectives were busily engaged to-day 
at their task of unraveling the mystery 
surrounding the murder of Edwin L. Bur- 
dick, the wealthy clubman, but while it is 
hinted that evidence of great importance is 
-in_hand, no arrest has been made. It is 
still believed’ by many laymen that the 
police are as yet utterly at sea in the case, 
although Superintendent Bull is quoted as 
saying an arrest—the arrest.of a woman— 
may occur at any moment. 

The Superintendent of Police, the Chief 
of Detectives, the D:strict Attorney, and 
the Assistant District Attorney all concur 
in the belief that only one person was con- 
cerned in the murder. Superintendent Bull, 
Chief Cusack, and First Assistant District 
Attorney Abbott concur in saying the mur- 
derer was a woman. District Attorney 
Coatsworth, while maintaining that one 
person. committed the crime, will not state 
whether. he believes it was a man or a 
woman. 

‘We think we could make an arrest now 
in safety,” said Superintendent Bull, “but 
we prefer to wait as we believe that cer- 
tain evidence which we wish to gather 
will lead to successful results.” 

One reason the police are observing such 


extreme caution before making an arrest 
is that they realize the importance of hav- 
ing enough evidence to convict before a 
move is made. The woman who commit- 
ted the crime is of social a og they 
believe, and therefore wil re friends to 
back: her when the crucial time comes. 
There will be money for her defense and a 
hard legal battle will be made.

The 
prisoners’ are said to be thé leaders of a 
band of thieves who have been -robbing 
lofts throughout the wholesale dry goods 
district during the last few months, ob- 
taining thousands of dollars’ worth of 
fine fabrics: The detectives were not un- 
scathed, for one of the prisoners tried to 
bite pieces out of them, and both, as well 
as a watchman, who went to their aid, 
showed marks of his teeth. 

The fight took place in the building at 141 
Grand Street, which is occupied by the 
Grand Cloak Company. The prisoners gave 
their names as Charles Raymond and John 
Brown, but at the Detective Bureau it was 
found that the portraits of both are in the 
Rogues’ Gallery. Raymond is best known 
to the police as Louis Mulles, or ‘“ Dutch 
Louis.”’ The police say that both men have 
long prison records in this city, in the West, 
and abroad. 

The detectives had long suspected’ the 
men Of being ringleaders in the wholesale 
robberies, and had been following them for 
days. They were standing in Gra d Street 
at 7 o’clock when they saw them enter the 
tuilding of the cloak company about tem 
minutes after the night watchman went 
out to his supper. 

Expecting to see a van drive up to remove 
the plunder, and feeling themselves the 
masters of the situation, the detectives con- 
tented themselves with watching the exits 
from the building. The watchman came 
back and joined their vigil. When at 8:45 
there was no sign of the van or any more 
burglars they made u . minds it was 
time to act, and went 

They went up to ie ‘third floor, where 
they found the men ——— 8 pecking 
up the most valuable goods ey made 
such use of their time that thirty big rolls 
of cloth, four of velvet, two rolls of satin, 
and about a hundred finished cloaks had 
disappeared into packages substantial 
enough to be shipped around the world. 

Raymond was the first to perceive the 
interruption. Jumping to his feet, he hurled 
a sectional “jimmy” ati Clarks’ head. 
Clark dodged and Raymond leaped upon 


him, seizing him by the throat. Peabody 
jumped in then, and the three rolled over 
and over. 

Brown joined in the battle, and the 
watchman added his energies to the mix- 
up. The men’ were at too close quar- 
ters- to strike from the shoulder, so they 
scratched, stamped, and pulled hair. Every 
ynonrent yells ot pain would come from one 
or another. One of the watchman’s fin- 
ey was found to be bitten almost to the 

ne after the excitement was over. 

Suddenly one of the detectives broke loose 
and stood up. Raymond got free a second 
later and rushed at him. The policeman 
knocked him senseless with a chair. Then 
the battle turned. The man who had been 
biting wouldn’t surrender, so the billies 
were brought into play and soon he fell 
unccnscious.

door and sent for the patrol wagon, which 
tcck them all to the Headquarters build- 
in. Skeleton keys were found in the pris- 
oners’ possession, together with camplete 
sets of burglars’ tools. 


DETECTIVE HURT IN BRAWL. 


His Prisoner Also Injured—The Latter’s 
Wife Escaped, as Did Man Wanted 
for Burglary. 


Out of a saloon brawl] that threatened to 
develop into something serious resulted 
the wounding of a Central Office detective 
and of the saioon proprietor last night. 
The proprietor, John Kane, was taken 
prisoner from his establishment, at 118 
West Thirty-ninth t. In the excite-

WASHINGTON, March 4-—The House 
leaders are a little uneasy over the question 
whether the Democrats are going to keep 
up their present attitude in the next Con- | 
gress.

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MOVE FOR AN UP-TOWN 
COUNTY COURT HOUSE 


Austen G. Fox to Offer a Resolu- 
tion to the- Bar Association. 








His Reasons for Urging a Removal to 
Some Point North of Fourteenth 
Street—Possible Opposition 

of Realty interests. 


Austen G. Fox will offer a resolution to 
the Bar Association next Tuesday asking 
that a commission of three Justices of the 
Supreme Court be appointed to investigate 
the advisability of building a Court House 
up town. Many members of the Bar Asso- 
clation are taking an active interest in 
the agitation, and it is said the scheme 
is favored by many ofthe Justices of the 
Supreme Court. Should the scheme ma- 
terialize the idea: is to build a splendid 
structure somewhere north of Madison 
Square, about Thirty-fourth Street. 

Much opposition is expected to develop 
to the plan, since the proposed change 
would greatly affect the real estate inter- 
ests in the lower section of the city, es- 
pecially the big office buildings, whose 
clientage is to a great extent made up of 
lawyers, or of other businesses and other 
protessions allied to it, such as stenographic 
firms, &c. Should the new Court House 
be built, these firms, it is argued, would 
move into the buildings above Twenty- 
third Street to a great extent, leaving a 
great amount of empty space in the big 
down-town skyscrapers. 

The committee of the court which has 
charge of the repairs on the present Court 
House consists of Justices Trudx, Scott, 
and Dugro, with whom Mr. Fox has talked 
and who are in favor of the projected up- 
town movement. Discussing the plan for 
the up-town structure, Mr, Fox said yester- 
day: ° 

‘‘ As yet it is too early to discuss detalis, 
but this much is certain. The present Court 
House of the County of New York is in- 
adequate for the needs of the Supreme 
Court, both as to space and to ventilation, 
and something must be done to remedy the 
matter. A new home for the court must 
be found, and since it is necessary to build 
a new building there is every reason why 
it should be put above Fourteenth Street, 
and no good reason why it should be kept 
down town, near its present location. If it 
was a Court House for Greater New York 
it could be argued that it should be kept 
down town ofi account of the convenience 
it afforded to the Boroughs of Brooklyn 
ard Richmond, but the house is for the 


Supreme Court of New York County alone,

The appeal in the William Marsh Rice 
will case. was argued yesterday in the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court.

Patrick is.in Sing Sing 
Prison, under sentence of death for the 
murder of Mr. Rice, who was eighty-four 
years of age and worth more than $4,000,- 
000. 

Patrick declared in the. petition for the 
probate. of the will in which he was inter- 
ested that the estate given him by Mr. Rice

WASHINGTON, March 4.—The atmospheric 
conditions have .been unusually sluggish for sev- 
eral days past.

GRACELAND WRECK CENSURE. 


Engineer Davis Blamed Primarily, but 
Grand Jury Also Finds Fault with 
the Railroad Company. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., March 4.—The Union 
County Grand. Jury, which has been con- 
ducting an inquiry into the wreck of ‘the 
Philadelphia and Reading flyer on the New 
Jersey Central Railroad at Graceland on 
Jan. 27, to-day made a presentment in the 
Circuit Court to Judge Vail. 

The Grand Jury finds that Engineer Davis 
of the Philadelphia and Reading train, 
which crashed into. the Easton local ex- 
press, was primarily responsible for the 
wreck, he having pases signals set against 
him, but that a leaky injector had envel- 
oped his cab with steam, obscuri his 

ew. The jury censures the railroad for 
having cars of ancient make and so weakly 
put together that they were unable to with- 
stand. any shock, and a ause they 
were heated by coal stoves. 

The jury also censures the railroad for 
not having notified Engineer Davis at Jer- 
sey City that Train No, 13, the Easton local, 
would take the main track instead of run- 
ning over a siding at Cranford. The pre- 
sentment says that, even if he was not noti- 
fied at Jersey City, there was time to have 
notified him at lizabeth of the fact. that 
the Easton train was on the same track as 
the Philadelphia express.

Retail Butchers of New York City Carry: 
‘Their Case to the Legisiature. — 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 4.—Senator Elsberg to- 
day introduced a bill which provides that 
a permit shall be granted to the Retail 
Butchers’ Association of New York to con- 
struct an abattoir at Thirty-ninth Street 
and Eleventh Avenue. 

The purpose of the association is to com- 
pete with the Beef Trust. It some time 
ago raised $750,000 for this purpose and 
$250,000 was invested in the proposed site 
for an abattoir. It is the intention to use 
the remaining $500,000 in the construction 
of the plant. 

The association made application for the 
permit’to the city authorities of New York, 
but their request was denied on the ground 


that it was the licy of the city to have 
no slaughtering done within the city limits. 
The Beef Trust now has a slaughter house 
within the city limits and there is a slaugh- 
ter house on the site which the retail 
butchers have acquired. All they were 
really asking was an extension of the per- 
mit which is now in force, but which is 
soon to expire. 

In a communication to Senator Elsberg 
the butchers represent that there are 
slaughtered for consumption in the. City 
of New York 20, eattle a week. Rating 
each steer at 700 pounds, this makes 14,000,- 
000 pounds a week, or 728,000,000 pounds a 
year. By the establishment of their abat- 
toir they expect to reduce the price of beef 
to the people of New York 1 cent a pound. 

In view of the fact that the project is 
one in which 5,000 retail butchers of New 
York are interested and in which, as it is 
claimed, the meat consumers of New York 
are interested to the extent of $7,280,000 a 
year, Senator Elsberg thinks the measure 
should have a hearing on its merits despite 
the adverse action of the local authorities.

The report sent in to-day 
bears the date of Sept. 26 and states dis- 
tinctly that the property of the Au Sabie 
Company has been “ selected’’ and is in 
cvery way desirable for a State park.

ALBANY, March 4.—“ Think of your own 
children, under ten years of age, waiting at 
4 o'clock in the morning for the early news- 
papers,”’ cried Dr. Felix Adler t6 the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee at the hearing on 
the Child Labor bilis to-day.

“What kind of school is that for chil- 
dren?”’ he continued. ‘‘If you tell me of 
the fine men that have been newsboys, I 
will admit the exception, and refer you to 
the men who have been stronger after se- 
vere illnesses; nevertheless you would not 
subject men to illness or disease as a means 
to health. These are instances of the sur- 
vival of the fittest, not of the normal re- 
sults of unfavorable conditions.”’ 

Dr. Adler went on to speak of the excite- 
ment of the life of the street and its un- 
favorable result upon the characters and 
nervous systems of children. He cited sta- 
tistics to show that a large proportion of 
the inmates of reform schools and prisons 
was turned into ways of crime by spending 
most of their early lives in the associations 
of the streets to which the life of newsboys 
subjected them. 

Elbridge T. Gerry, ex-President of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren, spoke in opposition to the bills, He 
asserted that they would open the way to 
legal tangles, would crowd the courts, and 
in general conflict with existing legislation. 
He .critcised the bill relating to street 
trades as not clearly shutting out the busi- 
ness of newspaper selling by girls. 

“The bill would render the unhappy 
boy’s life even more miserable than it is 
at present,’’ he went on. “ He is first to 


be dosed with education, then to be brand- 
ed with a license. He is not allowed to 
earn his own living, but compelled to be 
shut up in a hot tenement house, to the in- 
jury of his health. 

‘In other words, we are to make a class 
of children engaged in perfectly innocent 
pursuits subject to police espionage, the 
effect of which can be only to demoralize 
the children. Rescue work is needed more 
than legislation.’’ 

John D. Lindsay, on behalf of the same 
society, contended that the bill was legally 
impracticable and probably unconstitution- 
al. and read a letter from the Judges of 
the Courts of Special Sessions in New York 
City protesting against the addition of du- 
ties which they held were uncalled for and 
unwise. 

President Samuel Gompers of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor earnestly support- 
ed the bill. 

“This committee is competent to meet 
the technical objections,’”’ he said. * We 
are not straining at gnats. We want the 
substance, not the legal shadow in this 
matter, and we look to this Legislature to 
remove the blot from the State and the 
shame from its business life of compelling 
or permitting the babes to fight for their 
living on the streets. We want our boys 
and girls to become virile men and women 
and the streets and the clamor of traffic 


are not the schools in which to train such.” 


Mornay Williams, President of the Ju- 
venile Asylum of New York and a promi- 
nent member of the New York bar, took 
exception to the views of’ Mr. —*58 

Both Mr. Gerry and myself are licensed 
to practice law,’ said he, ‘‘ but we do not 
regard ourselves as ‘ branded ⁊ thereby or 
marked as suspicious persons. 

“Tf it can be shown that this bill will 

roduce the best results,’’ :njected Senator 
Brackett, Chairman of the committee, dur- 
ing his argument, “ the work must be done. 
It would be cheap at any price. 

S. B. Donnelly, member of the Board of 
Education and representin the Central 
Federated Labor’ Union of New York, de- 
clared that there was room in the New 
York schools for every child and that this 
bill- was in the interest of education, 

Robert Hunter, head worker of the Uni- 
versity Settlement and Chairman of t 
Child Labor Committee, made an im - 
sioned appeal to the committee “to ive 
the kids a. chance.” 

“There may be defects in this proposes 
law. but the Superintendent of the Board 
of Education and others who are to enforce 
the law are satisfied *with it as it is and 
stand ready to see that it is enforced.”’

SAN FRANCISCO, March 4.—The West- 
ern Pacific Railway Company has been in- 
corporated in this city for the purpose of 
building a railway from San Francisco, via 
Oakland, Stockton, Marysville, and Oro- 
ville, along the north fork of the Feather 
River through the Sierra Valley, in Plumas 
County, through the Beckwith Pass, in the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains and across Ne- 
vada to Salt Lake City; also to build a 
number of branch lines in California. 

The capitalization is fixed at $50,000,000. 
The articles set forth that there has been 
actually subscribed $1, The’ incor- 


porators are local capi lists who are said 
to represent Eastern interests.

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 @RE SHAME OF THE SENATE. 

_ Phe block in the Senate during the lat- 

a half of the short session was due pri- 
™arily to the machinations of Senator 
Qvua¥, who for reasons of his own, thor- 
Oughly discreditable so far’as he chose 
to make them known, sought the admis- 
gion of Arizona and New Mexico in op- 
position to the deliberate policy of his 
Own party. He was aided in his plot by 
Senator Morcan, who, for reasons ex- 
tremely unsound, but not discreditable 
to him personally, sought to defeat the 
Panama Canal treaty, in opposition to 
the policy of his party and to the will of 
the great body of the American people. 
In other words, the public business of 
the Nation was delayed and important 
. Measures were killed by the action, 
 gtubborn in both cases and disgraceful 
in one, of two Senators, seeking no great 
_ party end, and representing no serious 
National interest. 
_ Naturally the leaders of the majority 
in the Senate are disgusted, and are de- 
' nouncing the immediate authors-of their 
troubles in unmeasured terms. They are 
utterly unjustified in doing so. It is not 
the fanatical Setiator Morcan or the 
conscienceless Senator Quay who is re- 
Sponsible for the harm that has been 
done. It is the majority of the Senate, 
and especially it is the very leaders who 
apparently suffered most at the session 
that closed yesterday. Mr. ALDRICH, 
who lost his belated Bank: Deposit bill, 
and Mr. Lopes, who lost his Philippine 
Tariff bill, have been supporters and 
beneficiaries for many years. of the sys- 
tem that arms one or two Senators with 
fatally obstructive powers. Both of 
‘them are hidebound protectionists; both 
have been active and persistent advo- 
cates of the policy of “truck and dick~ 
er” by which the various interests af- 
fected by the tariff have had their 
schemes forwarded in I¢gislation; nei- 
ther of them has led any effective oppo- 
- pition to the rules the effect and aim of 
which are to foster log-rolling in the 
Senate. They may wince now when 
they seem to suffer from the working 
of the riiles, but they have knowf# for 
years that the rules worked-in that way, 
and must do so, and they have never 
Bhown any eagerness to surrender the 
Chances for intrigue which the rules 
provided, and which their party con- 
stantly has seized and profited by. 

The present situation of thé Senate is 
mot one of helplessness. It is one of 
open chilt and deserved disgrace. The 
Senators maintain it because on the 
whole they like it and get advantage 
from it. Their rules are of their own 
making, and can be unmade when they 
wish. They do not change them becatisé 
they know that these rules make of the 
Senate Chamber and .its committee 
rooms an Exchange for exceedingly 
profitable traffic. Unquestionably the 
infl¥ence that has done more than any 
other to bring the Senate to this wretch- 
ed wtate has\been ‘the tariff polity of 
the Républican Party, which compels 
deals in législation.

A WARNING FROM CONGRESS. 

The failure 6f the Aldrich bill im the 
Senate was made. the occasion of a good 
deal of disturbante in Wall Street. How 
muéh of the feeling ardused by it was 
sincéte or how much of it was factitious 
no ohe Caf sdy exactly. But the basis 
of it was uhdoubtedly the knowledge 
that the business of the ‘couhtry needs 
more turrendy than is available, and 
that the Aldrich bill promised the re- 
lease of & certain t which must 
now be jecked up in the.

They prevail at the present mo- 
ment, when the demand for money in the 
interior is regarded by all well-informed 
observers as entirely legitimate and not 
in the least speculative. It is a fair in- 
ference that the relief must come in 
some measure that will permit the banks 
to furnish the currency that is needed 
and that can with perfect safely be is- 


Happily this question is about to un- 
dergo careful investigation by a com- 
mittee of able men appointed by the 
President of the American Bahkers’ As- 
sociation in pursuance of a resolution 
adopted at its last annual meeting. That 
resolution unqualifiedly approved of 
“the enactment of a law imparting a 
greater degree of elasticity to our cur- 
rency system, making it responsive to 
the demands of the business interests of 
the country.” The New York repre- 
sentatives on this committee are Mr. H. 
C. FAHNESTOCR, Vice President of the 
First National Bank, and Mr. CHARLES 
S. FAIrRcHIup, President 6f the New 
York Security and Trust Company and 
ex-Secretary of the Treasury.

STRIKES STOPPED BY INJUNCTION. 
A commendable spirit of respect for 
law pervades the statement of Grand. 
Master Morrissey of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen announcing that the 
brotherhood will obey as law-abiding cit- 
izens the temporary injunction granted 
by Judge Apams of the United States 
Circuit Court forbidding the officers of 
the railway men’s ynions from ordering 
a strike of the firemen and trainmen on 
the Wabash system. Obedience to the 
crder, of course, is necessary. Unless 
the Government is to be overthrown 
everybody must obey the orders of the 
Federal court. But Grand Master Mon- 
RISSEY Obeys gracefully and with good 
The men of the brotherhood will 


resist the order not by mobs and vio- 


lence, but by legal arguments against 
making the injunction permanent. 

The case is interesting because of the 
scope of the injunction order and of the

™ Tho order also forbids any molestation 
or interference with the cempany’s em- 
ployés or the operation of its trains, 
either oh its own lifes or in thé inter- 
change of traffic with other roads, or 
with the employés of connecting lines to 
‘persuade them to obstruct af inter- 
change of traffic, or ay acts which shalt 
interfere with the carrying of the United 
States mails. 


Manifestly it is conspiracy to do un- 
lawful acts that is here forbidden, The | 
right to quit work, the right of the tndi- | 
vidual fireman or trainman to leave the 
service of the company, is not impaired 
or interfered with by the court. The in- 
junction, though as yet a termporary one, 
is in harmony in respect to the principles 
upon which it is founded and the objects 
it seeks to accomplish with many other 
similar orders recently isstied to restrain 
‘strikers, At the same time it must be 
manifest that it forbids the use of the 
chief means by which labor unions seek 

to compel the granting of their demands.

| of accomplishing the purposes of ofrani- 


zation. Por this reason Grand Master 
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aMs’s order is written into the laws’ of 
our country, organization of labor, which 
is to-day the hope and protection of 
those who toil, can no longer contribute 
its beneficent influences in bettering the 
condition of the working people.” 

On the other hand, if Judge ApDams’s 
order is not written into the law, if 
strike orders may be freely issued and 
instantly and generally obeyed, what 
protection have the railroad and other 
common carrier corporations against 
procedures of labor unions that would as 
a first effect certainly tie up their traf- 
fic and would if persisted in bankrupt 
them? If the unions have their rights, 
the corporations must have theirs, and 
‘certainly the comrmunity—the general 
mass of the people—has rights which it 
will find means to enforce. One of the 
rights of the community is to do busi- 
ness and go about its daily concerns 
without molestation. It is very much 
molested if great railroad systems are 
suddenly put out of operation by a labor 
strike. 

Here is an apparent conflict of rights. 


‘President Ramsgy has a right to operate 


his railroad. Grand Master MORRISSEY 
and the trainmen and firemen have a 
right to organize their anion and to get 
by lawful means the best wages obtain- 
able in the market. In the ordinary 
business relation adverse interests are 
recongiled by bargain, an agreement in 
the form of a contract, with penalties of 
one kind or another imposed upon a 
violation of it, The voluntary agreement 
of these trainmen and firemen to work 
for stipulated wages is a contract. In 
the attempt to make a new and better 
contract they threaten to tear up the old 
one; that is, to strike. The employer has 
no redress. Labor unions, it is notorious, 
are irresponsible. 

It is the old, old story, and not at alla 
creditable story for this stage of the 
world’s civilization. The immense im- 
portance of rapid communication to mod- 
ern business demands the use of some 
better method of reconciling differences 
between employer and employed. Human 
ingenuity has wasted itself in a vain ef- 
fort to find the better method, for arbi- 
tration has not yet come to gefieral ac- 
ceptance. Manifestly the threat of the 
firemen and trainmen to strike if their 
demand was not granted is. the worst 
possible method. Perhaps President 
RAMSEY may have employed some equal- 
ly bad method on his part. The public 
interest and common sense would sug- 
gest that the ability of the railroad to 
pay and the capacity of the men to earn, 
both factors being considered in relation 
to existing conditions of the markét, 
should be the measure of right and duty, 
the foundation stones of the adjustment. 
That appears to be a counsel of perfec- 
tion, since the faults of human nature 
enter so largely into the matter. Per- 


haps nothing could more effectually | 


stimulate organised labor to find a sub- 
stitute for the strike than the issue and 
enforcement of injunctions such as Judge 
Apams has granted.

WHY DID THEY DO IT? 

The debates in Parliament have not 
yet furnished any answer to the ques- 
tion about the alliance with Germany 
against Venezuela, the question most vig- 
orously put by Mr. KiPLine— 

‘Neath all the flags of all mankind 
That use upon the seas, 

Was there no other fleet to find 
That ye strike hands with these? 

The favorite theory of “dynastic in- 
fluence”’’ was finally exploded by the 
disclosure of the British Blue Book that 
the arrangement for joint action between 
the two Governments was made last 
July, four months before the imperial 
visit to Sandringham, at which it had 
been supposed to have its birth. But that 
only removes the mystery one step and 
deepens it as well. What made the Brit- 
ish Government fly in the face of British 
opinion by forming a particularly odious 
alliance? 

A correspondeni of The London Specta- 
tor offers an explanation which may 
have something in it. According to him, 
it Was merely a “quid pro quo” that 
Great Britain was rendering, the German 
yuid being the disregard by the German 
Government of German opinion during 
the South African war. In 1895 the Ger- 
man Chancellor had declared that the 
Transvaal was within the German 
“sphere of influence" in Africa, and a

11, 1902," began, ‘‘ The German Ambassa- 
dor informed me this evening,’’ and that 
was the principal dispatch tying up our in- 
terests with those of Germany. The mem- 
orandum of claims communicated by the 
German Ambassador was dated London, 
Nov. 13, 1902. Yet Lord LANSDOWNE was 
not at the Foreign Office nor the German 
Ambassador tn London on those dates;

these transactions occurred, from the 10th 
to the 15th of November.

— Copies of The Bermuda Colonist, now 


at hand, with full reports of the testimony 
taken by the board whith investigated the 
loss of the Madiana, confirm in the strong- 
est way our inference from the few facts 
fifst cabled that the wreck was in great 
meastre, if not in whole, the result of neg- 
ligence ashore. The members of the board 
madé wus much as they possibly could out 
of the faci that Capt. FRASER sent his ship 
ahead at full speed till she struck, though 
he knew that he had run, if not overrun, 
the distance to the island from his esti- 
mated position the noon before. In so doing 
he probably lacked the extreme of caution, 
but for the doing he had excuses that prac- 
tically every navigator would have deemed 
sufficient—the clearness of ;the night, the 
excellence of the watch kept by himself 
and his subordinates, and the reasonable 
expectation that the shore lights were in 
order. As it happens, the lighthouse on 
Gibbs Hill had suffered from an accident 
twenty months ago, and since then it had 
been little better than the wreckers’ bea- 
econ. The authorities’ did send out no- 
tice that the light’s limit of visibility had 
been reduced from twentfy-four to eigh- 
teen miles, but they did not disclose 
that its temporary tin reflectors re- 
volved in a manner so irregular’ that 
it was often a fixed light for hours at a 
time, and, therefore, indistinguishable from 
the light at the other end of the island. 
Morecver, a Bermuda pilot informs The 
Cclonist in a signed letter that he has often 
found the light invisible at six miles, or less 
than the distance to the reefs, and that this 
ecndition of affairs has caused several 
wrecks which attracted no attention simpiy 
bocausc they weré those of sailing vessels 
carrying no passengers. The worst that 
can ve said of Capt. Frasmr is that he took 
4 usuai ane legitimate risk, while adequate 
characterization of the island's Lighthouse 
Board in permitting an important light to 
remain an added danger on a most perilous 
coast—that is almost impossible. The Col- 
onist does not hesitate to use the expres- 
sioh “‘ criminal neglect ’’ in commenting on 
the circumstances, and it can only hope 
that the inaction of the Governor in the 
matter was due to nothing worse than 
ignorance. Bermuda may well worry over 
the consequences of this accident, thus pro- 
auced, The prosperity, almost the exist- 
ence, of the islanders depends upon their 
ability to attract visitors in search of rest 
and kealth, and nothing would be more 
likely to keep them away than a grounded 
fear thai, the voyage thither cannot be 
made easily and safely.

——Taken as a whole, the statement made 
by the Director of the State College of 
Forestry about the work done and the re- 
sults achieved last year by that institution 
is not calculated to arouse the enthusiasm 
of his admirers or to dispel the doubts of 
his critics. According to his own account, 


Prof. Fmrnow has been much more suc- 


cessful in cutting down old trees than in 
planting new ones, which might or might 
not be taken as indicating that he is a bet- 
ter lumberman than forester. He has dur- 
ing the year cleared the woods on 1,500 
acres of the State land. Of this he has re- 
planted 105 acres, and he has, besides, 
started new forests on 170 acres of “.burns 
and wastes” outside of the cleared area. 
By declaring that only 40 per cent. of the 
latter needed replanting he figures out that 
nearly half of the cut acreage has been 
started out on a new career of forest use- 
fulness, but the ordinary observer will only 
see the ratio between 1,500 acres and 275, 
which is nearer that of 5 to 1 than that of 
2 to 1. Due consideration must be given 
to the Director’s plea that he was ham- 
pered by an inadequate appropriation and 
the failure of some of his expected profits 
from lumber and cordwood to come in. 
Neither of these excuses goes very far, 
however, for he certainly had money 
enough to let alone such part of the woods 
as he could not handle properly, and it 
must be a fundamental principle of forest- 
ry on business lines not to spend profits 
until they are earned and in bank. We be- 
lieve so. thoroughly in work of the sort 
Prof. Fernow has undertaken to do that 
we regret extremely a showing calculated 
to lessen the public appreciation of scien- 
tific forestry which it has taken so long 
to create. The experiments under his man- 
agement are receiving a large amount of 
attention from people to whom only imme- 
diate results will appeal, and a decrease in 
the extent of ectual and potential forest 
is not a result to help “ the cause’’ of such 
enormous importance to us all. 


— After mature deliberation, the Cap- 
tains of the big schooners with many masts 
have rejected all the more or less humorous 
suggestions as to names for sticks unknown 
to the mariners of other days, and have 
settled upon a perfectly commonplace sys- 
tem of nomenclature. The three forward 
masts, they. say, must be called the fore, 
main, an@ mizzen, and the one furthest aft 
the spanker—four names with which every 
sailor is already familiar. The masts be- 
tween the mizzen and the spanker are to 
be No. 4, No. 5, and No. 6, the numbers 
rising toward the stern. This method seems 
to meet all present and future require- 
ments, and its advantages are obvious over 
the other innovations that have been pro- 
posed by people who regarded the new 
vessels as jokes. One humorist advised 
naming the masts after the days of the 
week, forgetting that seven may not be the 
limit of the schooner builder’s ambition, A 
second wanted the catalogue of fore, main, 
mizzen, and spanker prolonged by jigger, 
driver, and pusher. The sailing of the big 
schooners is a serious business, however, 
and it was necessary to eliminate as far as 
possible the chances of confusion in the 
execution of orders. This seems to have 
been done.

The point is worth noting, for it 
bears upon how far London will or can 
@ssent to the New York programme. 
Foreign loans are, of course, a relief to 
our present pinch, but a step backward 
in New York’s progress or ambition to- 
ward financial primacy. . London. at- 
tained it by being the world’s best money 
market. New York is giving another 
sign that it is about the world’s most er- 
ratic monetary centre. 

The rest of the New York programme 
omits last-year’s midyear boom in the 
hope of avoiding the year-end collapse. 
If*April is disappointing or uninterest- 
ing Compared with 1902, this September’s 
conditions are likely to be sounder, in 
readiness for what cannot be resisted if 
then crops fulfill their expectations. 

Meanwhile the Street is likely to be 
engaged with smaller but considerable 
matters. The decline in the Steel bonds 
epitomizes one view of corporation 
financing. Those less interested in these 
specific securities regard with satisfac- 
tion such: large expenditures, both for 
their effect in connection with others 
similar in keeping things moving, and in 
placing this premier industrial in posi- 
tion to defy domestic or foreign compe- 
tition in economy of production and con- 
Bervative trade policy. That iron shall 
cease to be “ prince or pauper” is made 
measurably more likely, to the consider- 
able advantage of interests larger even 
than this trust’s. Earnings must also 
be spoken of, for lack of something bet- 
ter; but those whose ideas are based 
upon settled conditions, present or past, 
are not likely to be forward in thought 
or action regarding returns for such a 
month as January.

SOME GENERAL ISSUES. 


What important changes there were in 
yesterday's market were generally on the 





side of advances, though early in the day, . 


when a demonstration against the market 
was made by the shorts, it looked as if a 
lower level would show at the ‘close. 
Little long stock, however, was. dis- 
lodged on the drive, while on the other 
hand investment ‘demand appeared, steady- 
ing the -list.. Hence-it was ‘that thé bears 
soon ceased their efforts further to depress 
prices, and instead proceeded -to beat a 
cautious retreat. The buying for London 
account, the paucity of offerings of: stock 
on the decline, the break in the cotton 
market, (this tending to relieve the money 
and exchange situations,) and the continued 
excellent business reports—these were the 
bull factors, as against the unfavorable 
monetary outlook on the bear side. 2 

The conspicuoysly strong stock of the 
day was Manhattan, which, on dealings in- 
volving approximately 40,000 shares; rose 
over 2 points; and closed at the highest of 
the day. The rise was in no sense unex- 
pected, inasmuch as the issue had ad- 
vanced on the day previous, when nearly 
every other stock had declined, having been 
steadily and openly bought by Gould brok- 
ers. It is understood that the reason for 
the rise lies in the fact that an éxtra or 
increased dividend (perhaps even a cash 
dividend) will be declared ‘on: the stock at 
the next dividend meeting. Several, lead- 
ing ‘Directors of the company have for 
some days been advising their friends to 
buy the stock. Incidéntally, Metropolitah 
and Brooklyn Rapid Transit were strong. 
In respect to the former it that

IRON TRADE - PROSPERITY. 


Discussing the condition of the iron, and 
metal trades, The Iron Ages will to-day 
say: 

The adyent of March brings with it numerous 
Pe meena of —— trade. Inquiries are 

an larger volume of business is 
noted in almost “eves? branch of the iron trade 
from old material to the most highly finished 
products. A special feature of the week was 
the large business in steel rails. Orders have 
been placed at Pittsburg for about 100,000 tons, 
which includes considerable tonnage from sub- 
play = electric lines, an element now becoming 
important factor in the rail trade. Both 
Pittsburg and Chicago report sales of round lots 
of Bessemer pig iron to me malleable foundry- 
men. Billets are wanted in large quantities, but 
consumers have difficulty in finding steel makers 
to handle the business thus offered them. 

Last week an advance of $2 per ton was noted 
in wire products. This week the American Tin 
Pilate — follows in the partial restoration 
of prices reduced last Fall, announcing an ad- 
vance of 20 cents per box, or per ton. The 
stiffening of prices on skelp at Pittsburg seems 
to foreshadow an upward movement in merchant 
pipe, and it is even intimated that light sheets 
may advance under the stimulus of the encour- 
aging Spring demand. It is of interest to note 
that the advance in wire products was well re- 
ceived by the trade at large and that the de- 

mand has not been checked. 

Quite a good tonnage has been done in foreign 
basic Bessemer billets. The demand for steel 
has been steadily increasing, and as domestic 
makers are unable to supply the full require- 
ments of the trade, consumers are still turning 
to foreign sources of supply. The foreign mar- 
ket is strengthening, partly because of the good 
demand from this country, but also on account 
of the steadily improving conditions abroad. . It 
is difficult now to shade for ordinary 
Bessemer billets. Quite a good demand is also 
experienced for special open hearth billets for 
importation. 

A continued flow of orders for structural ma- 
terial is also reported by importing interests. 
Practically all American sections can now be 
purchased from foreign manufacturers. 

A great deal more business could be done in 
foreign pig iron if prices were as low as some 
time since, but the market abroad has stiffened 
quite considerably, and foreign foundry irons 
are up from $1 to $1.50 per ton above the lowest 
price recently quoted. 

The metal market. has attracted more interest 
than usual this week by reason of the advanced 
prices on copper and tin. Copper is up to 13% 
cents and tin to 30% cents per pound, New York. 
Spot tin in London has advanced over £4% per 
ton during the week. The movement in each 
ease is a to be speculative, 
holding aloof from the market.

BIG STRUCTURAL IRON 
STRIKE IS IMPENDING 


Manufacturers Organized to Fight 
Further Labor Demands. 





Union Men to Insist on Higher Wages 
May 1, and Strikes Affecting 300,000 
Men Are Said to be Threatening. 


A big struggle between labor and capital 
all over the United States is now pending, 
on account of the forthcoming demands of 
the local unions of structural iron workers 
in all the large cities. From 300,000 to 
400,000 men throughout the country, it was 
stated on: good authority yesterday, are 
likely to be thrown idle on May 1 through 
strikes or lockouts, if the ironworkers in- 
sist on the general demand for higher 
wages which they contemplate making. The 
unions say that their present intention is 
to make the demands gnd enforce them. 

It was learned last evening that at a se- 
cret meeting held two days ago in an: up- 
town hotel the structural iron manufac- 
turers through 
been conferring for the past two weeks, 
permanently organized and the organization 
will probably take the name of the National 
Structural Iron Manufacturers’ Association. 
The principal object of the association is 
to fight the demands of the structural iron- 
workers in case the unions attempt to en- 
force them. 

A representative of the American Bridge 
Company said yesterday that before the 
newly formed organization adjourned it 
formed an Executive Committee which 
would appoint local committees in all the 
large cities. These local committees will 
be appointed probably in a day or two. 

“The association,’’ he said, “‘ represents 
a capital of considerably over $1,000,000,000. 
It is not incerporated, as it is not intended 


to be used‘for any but defensive purposes

Building Material Handlers’ Union,
